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GAN DISCHARGE MAN 
FOR JOINING UNION 


|\Supreme Court Upsets the 
Law Forbidding Discrimination 
Against Labor Organizations. 


WILL HAVE POLITICAL EFFECT 


Presidential Candidates and Congress- 
men Cannot Ignore it— Act 
Was a Strike Remedy.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—A blow was 


administered to organized labor to-day 
by the United States Supreme Court in & 
decision declaring that any railroad or 
other common carrier engaged in han- 
dling inter-State commerce may discharge 
an employe and assign no reason beyond 
the fact that he belongs to a labor or- 


ganization. 
The decision was in the case of William 


Adair, plaintiff in error, against thq 
United States. Adair was master me- 
chanic of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad, and his discharge of William 
Coppage, a locomotive engineer, because 
he belonged to a labor union, was made 
the basis of the action, brought under the 
Erdman act, approved July 1, 1898. 

Labor leaders will regard to-day’s court 
decision as the most disastrous of the 
series of setbacks they have received from 
the courts within the last few weeks, It 
is conceded to be more far-reaching than 
the action of the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court in granting an order to 
restrain the American Federation of La- 
bor from printing the name of thé Buck 
Stove and Range Company in the “ un- 
fair’’ list; by many it will be regarded 
a greater blow than that administered by 
the United States Supreme Court im de- 
claring the Employers’ Liability act un- 
constitutional. 

Aside from the effect the decision will 
have on labor sentiment there is bound 
to be an important political side to the 
decision that will have to be met by Pres- 
idential candidates. Ccming just at this 
time the decision cannot be ignored from 
its political side. It will make the states- 
men more anxious than ever to get on 
the right side of labor legislation at the 
present session of Congress. 

The opinion handed down to-day was 
by Justice Harlan. Justices Holmes and 
McKenna dissented, and Justice Moody 
did not participate. 


Invades Personal Liberty. 


The tenth section of the Erdman act 
prohibits all common carriers from dis- 
criminating against members of labor or- 
ganizations, and forbids their dismissal 
bécause of such membership. Adair was 
suéd {in a District Court in Kentucky and 
was fined $100. An appeal was taken to 
the Supreme Court. The decision by Jus- 
tice Harlan expressly says that the tenth 
section of the Erdman act is unconstitu- 
tional, but expressly limits the decision 
to that section. The opinion of the court, 
in part, follows: 

“The first inquiry is whether that part 
of the Tenth Section of the Act of 1898, 
upon which the first count of the indict- 
ment was based, !s repugnant to the Fifth 
Amendment of.the Constitution declaring 
that no person shall be deprived of Mberty 
or property without due process of law. 
In our opinion that section, in the partic- 
ular mentioned, is an invasion of the per- 
; sonal Iberty as well as the right of prop- 

erty guarantecd by that amendment. 
“As agent of the railroad company 
‘and as such having control of the business 
| of one of its departments, it was the de- 

fendant Adair’s right—and that right !n- 
hered in his personal liberty, and was also 
{a right to property—to serve his employer 

as best he could, so long as he did noth- 

ing that was reasonably forbidden by law 
| as {injurious to the public interests. It 

was the right of the defendant to pre- 
i seribe the terms upon which the services 
| of Coppage woulé be accepted, and It was 
the right of Coppnge to become or not, as 
ose, an employe of the railroad com- 


Equal Rights Guaranteed. 


“While, as already suggested, the 
!rights of liberty and preperty guaranteed 
by the Constitution to every person with- 
in the jurisdiction of the United States 
against deprivation without due process 
of law. are subject to’such reasonable re- 
straints as the common good or the gen- 
eral welfare may require, it is not within 
the functions of Government—at least in 
ithe absence of contract between the 
| partles—to compel any person in the 
course of his business and against his 
will to aecept or retain the personal serv- 
| ices of another, or to compel any person 
{against his wil] to perform personal 
! services for another. 

“The right of a person to sell his labor 
upon such terms as he deems proper is,

How would you like to be pointed out as a tough, bully, law-breaker, and

He knew the organ- 
izer got a commission on him and each other new member, and while he 
thought a union of workingmen would be a good thing on some accounts, he 
didn’t exactly like the looks of things, but couldn’t help himself. 

Then he was ordered to strike to force the discharge of all independent men. 

So he lost much by idleness and saw violence and destruction of property in 
the name of the “‘ union,” he of course being charged as one of the law-break- 
ers although he stayed at home and kept out of trouble and didn’t need any 
injunction to prevent him from committing crime. 

He lost his wages and had to bear much odium in order to help fill the 
pockets of the labor leaders and give them more power. 

He was further humiliated by observing that the rank and file of the union 
men were absolutely controlled by a few leaders who ran things to sult them- 
selves, and forced the public to class all union men as indorsing the lawless 
and despicable acts of these leaders and their bullies, 

In a strike, the public had learned by experience to look for lawlessness 
_ ee Men were followed and bull-dozed, attacked, and at times mur-

Horses were maimed, harness cut, and wagons and goods destroyed. Wo- 
men followed and insulted, and sometimes stripped naked. Mines were dyna- 
mited and flooded, men shot from ambush, and homes blown up. Industries 
were stopped and thousands thrown out of work. 

Every time a murder or any lawless act was committed he saw these 
* Leaders” rush into print to deny, and take union money to defend those 
whom the union men knew to be criminals. 

Every act of these Union Leaders seemed to show their sympathy with and 
desire for lawlessness and violence. They would protest against the presence 
of police, soldiers, or any other peace officer hired by the people. 

They would employ all forms of hidden and mean acts to harm other men. 

All of these things caused the common people to look upon union men as 
possible law-breakers and enemies to the peace of the community. 

This was further added to by the leaders taking the money of the union 
members to hire lawyers and lobbyists in Congress to change the penal laws 
so the real toughs in the unions could commit acts of violence and not be pun- 
ished. 

Also to enact an anti-injunction law so that the people’s courts could not 
issue injunctions which would prevent violence and loss of property. 

These things plainly showed that these leaders wanted to be free to com- 
mit violence, attack their fellow men, stop industries, and destroy property 
in the name of union labor, and yet go free. 

If 4 union man don't want to riot or commit violence an injunction to pre- 
vent it won't hurt him. 

This work makes honest, peaceable union workmen disgusted for they are 
being classed as anarchists. 

It is most unfair to reputable union men that they be subject to such 
leaders and unable either to correct them or escape their anger if not obeyed. 

Organizations of Labor or Capita¥ may exist and operate peacefully and 
legally, but most of the paid leaders of the unions plainly seek to break the 
law and commit acts of violence to increase their power, force all men to join 
and pay increased fees. 

It is a dangerous condition €emanding attention from every lover of his 
country. 

When workingmen are fined and forced to pay from $25.00 to $1,000.00 for 
some “ disobedience” of “ orders” from the leaders, some idea of the extent of

A few designing men have gained control of “organized labor” and are 
shrewdly scheming to rivet the shackles on their own members and on all 
citizens. Give them the “free riot” laws and they can enforce obedience, 

Take a careful look at the work of these Labor leaders now before Congress, 

They demand a revision of the “penal code” so that rioters and toughs 
directed by Labor Ynion managers may commit various acts of lawlessness 
and go fre.

This 
man is a real peril, and so is his sympathizer, who, to catch votes, denounces 
the judiciary and military because they put down mobs.” 

“The men who have done us harm are those who preach the doctrine of 
anarchy, but refrain from action that will bring them within the pale of the 
law; for these men lead thousands astray by the fact that they go unpun- 
ished or even rewarded for their misdeeds.” 

The constitution seeks to guarantee to every American, freedom and the 
right to the pursuit of happiness in his own way. It is not intended that a 


| select few gain control of an organization and by absolute power and violence, 


rule all other men and force them to pay monthly fees, as planned by these 
labor leaders. 

We don’t want new laws that make Violence, Dynamiting, Boycotting and 
general mob rule gafe to the tough element, That would destroy industries 
and commerce and put work-people into poverty, with every man’s hand 
raised against his neighbor. 

Men of America must take a stand against these insidious attacks on their 
God-given personal liberty. 

The way to help yourself is to write now, and again later, to the members 
of Congress, whose names you can get and tell them your wishes. 

They will understand readily if your letter asks them to “vote for the 
measures that are clearly in the interest of the masses.” “ Vote against any 
bill, whether presented by Labor or Capital, if it is a ‘olass’ measure and 
intended to benefit a few and injure the many.”

Tell thém we don’t want this country filled up with criminals, made so by

Past history shows that the people defeat

A few members of Congress think théy can continue to hold office by 
bowing to the shouts and demands of these organized labor leaders in whom 
anarchy and disorder is ingrained.

POR ALDRICH BILL 


Amendments Accepted Which, It 
Is Hoped, Will Disarm Party Op- 
position to Currency Measure. 


FOR EMERGENCY NOTE ISSUE 


Secretary of the Treasury to Paes on

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The Aldrich 
Financial bill has been perfected by its 
authors, including Senators Allison and 
Hale, in addition to the Chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, whose name 
the measure bears, and it will be present- 
ed to the full committee to-morrow. A 
committee print has been prepared con- 
taining the amendments which these Sen- 
ate Republican leaders are willing to aoc- 
cept, and which they believe will, disarm 
practically all of the objections raised by 
Republican Senators and insure the ulti- 
mate support of a majority of the Demo- 
cratic Senators. 

Some of the most fmportant of these 
amendments were agreed upon to-day by 
the three Senators designated as the geu- 
thors of the bill. They’ are intended to 
improve the. machinery for the prompt 
issuarioe of emergency circulation. One 
makes it mandatory upon the Secretary 
of the Treasury to prepare and keep on 
hand in. the Sub-Treasuries printed notes 
in the name of all of the National banks 
in each Sub-Treasury district, so that 
they can be issued on the shortest possi- 
ble notice. 

As originally provided, the Secretary 
was required to have such notes printed 
upon the request of the banks, Another 
amendment makes it the duty of the Seo- 
retary to pass upon the various securities 
that may lawfully be used under the bill 
for circulation. The Secretary is to have 
all such securities classified at once, in 
order that the investigation of the securi- 
ties shall not constitute a delay in issuing 
emergency circulation after application 
has been made therefor, © 
Equitable Distribution of Circulation, 


Another interesting amendment agreed 
upon is that which provides for the 
equitable distribution of the circulation, 
The fear that New York and other money 
centres, which are said to control in large 
part the bonds eligible for deposit with 
the Treasury for circulation, would - be 
able to control practically all of the issue 
of National banknotes in times of finan- 
cial distress has been the foundation for 
much of the opposition to the measure 
whieh has come: from the West and 
South. 

Senator Bailey was asked to submit an 
amendment which ‘would’ remedy this 
fault, but he failed to do so, Senator 
Aldrich drafted the distribution amend- 
ment approved by the Republican mem- 
bers of the committee. It provides that | 
the National banks of the different States 
shall be entitled to the emergency circula- 
tion in proportion to the total capital and | 
surplus of the National banking institu- | 
tions in each State. 

Other important amendments include the | 
provision for increasing the amount of | 
circulation that may be taken out from | 
$250,000,000, as fixed by the bill as orig- | 
finally drafted, to $500,000,000, and broad- | 
ening the list of securities so that the} 
bonds of counties and cities, regardless of 
population, may be used for deposit if 
they meet all other requirements of the 
bill. ¢ 


Democrats Have Not Agreed. 


Democratic members of the Senate have 
not yet agreed upon @ bill to offer as a 
substitute for the Aldrich measure, and 
there appears to be little chance that 
they will get together. Senator Owen 
will be heard by the Finance Committee 
to-morrow in advocacy of. his bill to in- 
sure deposits in National banks. 

Senator Aldrich conferred at length with 
@ number of Democratic Senators to-day 
in regard to opposition to his bill. He 
made it clear to them that he did ‘not 
consider the poser of his measure 
would perfect the financial system of this 
Government, and said it was not intended 
to accomplish that purpose. He declared 
that the bill Is intended to remedy con- 
ditions that rose during the recent panic. 

The opinion was expressed 4 Mr. Al- 
drich that the opposition to the bill which 
comes from bankers is based almost gole- 
ly. upon the thought that it will cost 
them something to take out emergency 
circulation, He calls it “ sentimental op- 
position.”

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SLAVERY IN THE PHILIPPINES. | 


Tillman Suggests That Taft Has 
Knowledge of the. Conditions. 


WASHINGTON; Jan. 27.—Grpatly to the: 
surprise of every oné, the subject of slav-. 
ery was introduced in the Senate to-day. 
Secretary Taft, it was suggested, had 
knowledge of slavery in the Philippines. 
The debate was miade pertinent’ by the 
sections of the bill revising, the Criminal 
Code of the United States, which provide 
penalties for dealing in slaves. 

The old ‘law against the slave trade has 
been retained in the code by the. com- 
mittee reporting it with a change by 
which the word “ persons” is substituted 
for 'the words “ negroes, mulattoes, and 
colored persons.” 

Mr. Hale declared that slavery, being a 
thing of the past, all reference to it 
should be taken out of: the code. 

Mr. Heyburn, in charge of the bill, 
contended for the retention of the pro- 
vision, saying that there are forms of 
slavery other than those that were abol- 
ished by the civil war, He had heard it 
charged that slavery of the ‘old-fashiqned 
kind still exists in one of the islands of 
the Philippine group. 

Mr. Hale said he was glad the Senator 
from Idaho had ‘in his researches found 
so good a reason for continuing this pro- 
hibition against slavery, | 

“It is strange,” he gaid, referring to 
the charge that slavery exists in the 
Philippines, “ that such a gondition should 
exist in view of. the optimistic accounts 
from those islands that we have re- 
osived,” 

“I am surprised,” asserted Mr. Til- 
man, “to hear any Senator on the Re- 
publican side disclaim knowledge of what 
has been notorious since. we todk pos- 
session in the Philippines and is known 
to exist there.” 

Senator Stone called attention-to an 
agreement made by Gen. John C. Bates 
with the Sultan of Sulu for continuing 
slavery and polygamy, ' 

“We have even gone further,” said Mr. 
Tillman,.“tand have given salaries to the 
Sultan and his dattos.” 

Mn Tillman suggested that the Philip- 
pine Islands are governed by. Secretary 
Taft under the President of the United:

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A BANKING OBJECT LESSON. 


We printed yesterday morning somé 
interesting and not wholly unamusing 
facts and figures as to the efforts of 
our banks to keep their note issues 
roughly adapted to the demand for 
them. The nub of the story is that 
only those bankers who were bright 
enough and bold enough to ses what 
would happen months ahead and to 
act on their foresight can now retire 
currency for which they have no profit- 
able use. 

Three months since the need of cur- 
rency was plain enough to any one, 
and the Secretary of the Treasury was 
very properly offering the easiest terms 
he could to the banks to get them to 
take out notes. He also offered to 
them the best terms he could as to @ 
roundabout way of getting rid of those 
notes when they were no longer needed. 
As one result of this effort to relax the 


rigidity of the laws on the subject, we| 


have some ofthe banks retiring their 
notes, using their United States bonds 
as security for Government deposits 
and disposing of their mixed bonds as 
best they can. It is perfectly legiti- 
mate and gome of the bankers who had 
the wit to foresee the situation are 
doing well for their. stockholders. But 
‘it ig all very complicated and artificial 
and difficult. The practical function 
of banks of issue is to put out their 
notes within the limits of entire safety 
when and as they are needed, and to 
withdraw them when and as they cease 
to be needed. We had evidence a few 
months ago of how hard It is for banks, 
urider our unyielding system, to do the

SWAMPING THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Shall the State civil service be turned 
over to the young veterans of the Span- 
ish war who may care to take podses* 
sion of it, and are able to comply. with 
the lowest test of fitness provided by 
law?

State Civil Service Commission dis- 
cusses clearly and at some length in ve 
annual report just submitted to e 
Legislature. Naturally the members of 
the Commission, being sensible and ex- 
perienced men, are opposed to such a 
preposterous proposition. It is involved 
in the amendment to the Constitution 
granting to Spanish war veterans the

An exceptional personage was Louise 
DE LA Ramwp, called Ouida, the aged 
writer of romance who has just died at 
Florence tn dire poverty. A sensation- 
alist of an extreme type, as such books 
as “Strathmore” and “‘ Chandos,” and 
even “ Moths” attest, Ouida lacked en- 
tirely the quality which generally domi- 
the sensationalist, hunger for 
public applause. She need not have 
died poor, for the world would not have 
so utterly neglected her, if she had not. 
consistently despised the world, and re- 
fused to be of it, or to accept {ts favors, 

She had the pride and aloofness of an 
old aristocrat, She refused help tn ex- 
treme necessity, and would not even ac- 
cept medical assistance when she was 
too poor to pay for it. Of her literary 
feeling she spoke with cruel frankness 
to a physician who offered his services 
in vain: “My sole motive for writing 
always has been the pleasure of seeing 
myself in print.” But thé cruel biunt 
phrase expresses a great deal more than 
mere vanity. Sir THomMas Browne, and 
his great admirer of a later age, 
CHARLES Lams, who “ wrote for ‘an- 
tiquity,” might have felt thus about 
their ‘work and its public acceptance, 
though they would have expressed the 
fecling less harshly. It is difficult to 
comprehend how the writer of “ Under 
Two Flags,”  Tricotrin,” and “ Moths,” 
books eagerly devoured by multitudes, 
could have felt so. 

There was unquestionably heroism 
and deep pathos in the passing of 
Ouida. Her death will reawaken an in- 
terest in her books, of the profits of 
which-she never received a large share. 
For a tong while appreciation of their 
genuine literary merit has been grow- 
ing, the shock caused by their frequent 
defiance of prudery, not to say de- 
cency, having subsided, She was 4 fa~- 
cile writer, ‘with extraordinary descrip- 
tive powers, and e comprehension of 
humanity which was not broad, to be 
sure, and not softened by charity, but 
was deep and true. She was both fron- 
ical and sentimental, and her sentiment 
was not always wholesome. In Iitera- 
ture as fn life she was a law unto her- 
self, and the last word about her fs that 
she and her books are not to be easily

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WIRELESS AROUND THE WORLD, 


Nothing Novel in the Accomplishment, 
Says Nikola Tesla. 


To the Editor of The New York Timcs: 

I read in your issue of to-day that, ace 
cording to Lieut, Col, @hales, Director of 
Military Telegraphs of France, a wireless 
message “ should theoretically go around 
the world.’’ If you will take the trouble of 
perusing my French patent, No. 364,791, 
you will find that this has long simce 
ceased to be a theory, for that document, 
whije bearing the date of April, 1905, de- 
scribes experiments which I made in the 
Fall of 1899, and one of which was to pass 
currents of 100 amperes around the globe; 
& mere breath in view of its immensity, 
but more than®ecessary to affect a sens!- 
tive receiver. You will also notice that in 
those tests I used ‘“‘ undamped” oscilla- 
tions, one of my earliest improvements, 
which you seem to find pleasure in at- 
tributing to other electricians. These facts 
are mentioned incidentally, merely with 
the desiré of informing you correctly. 

What I wish to bring to your attention 
relates to certain provisions of the ‘last 
wireless conference which are now being 
considered by ‘the United States. Senate. 
Some of the rules were undoubtedly 
proper and applicable to “ radio-teleg- 
raphy’ by electro-magnetic or Hertziari 
rays, in view of the impossibility of pre- 
venting interference and because many 
different forms of apparatus were etm- 
ployed. But since that time the Herts 
waves have been abandoned by the more 
advanced experts and a uniform system 
adopted which permits the simultaneous 
transmission of any desirad nyinber of 
wireless messages without ‘Interference 
and with a precision and accuracy equal 
to, if not greater, than that practicable 
with cables. If international rules are to 
be established, they should be in reason- 
able harmony with existing conditions. 
Their consideration might be made the 
subject of another wireless conference, 
which !t would be proper to hold here, as 
all the essential principles, processes, and 
devices have been discovered and perfect- 
ed in this country. 

You will probably agree with me that 
the contemplated compulsory exchange of 
messages is a measure not flattering to 
our enlightened age. We have no law 
compelling a person to go to the rescue 
of another in peril, and yet one who would 
fail to do so would be guilty of a crime 
insignificant as compared with that of 
ignoring a call of a «vessel in distress. So 
ignominious a rule should not be permit- 
ted to go on record. Besides, the scheme 
is entirely impracticable. Even if sealed 
recording and controlling instruments 
were installed on the vessels, they would 
be of little use, 

The trampling of rights granted to 
pioneers and attendant throttling of com- 
mercial undertakings, offering infinite 
possibilities, can be but hurtful to prog- 
ress. As I have stated In a previous letter 


to THe Times, the wireless transmission 
of energy will ultimately insure the su- 
premacy of the Anglo-Saxons; who are 
the fittest race to govern. Their interests 
and the world’s peace are in the free and 
unhampered development of the art.

GERMAN OPPRESSION IN POSEN. 


True Inwardness of the Effort to Dis. 
possess Polish Land Owners. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your issue of to-day, Part III, a dis- 
patch from Berlin contained the following 
paragraph: “The action in question ts 
the new.oppression by law whereby Prus- 
sia seeks with the aid of a one-hundred- 
million-dollar fund to dispossess the re- 
bellious Polish land owners of the Prov- 
ince of Posen and settle their estates with 
German Poles."’ 

There is no rebellion in the Province of 
Posen, nor has there been any for the last 
sixty years, however welcome it would be 
to the Prussian Government as a pretense 
for killing off its Polish subjects and con- 
fiscating their property. 

The nearest approach to a rebellion is 
the unwillingness of the Poles to die out 
and leave their land In unrestricted and 
undisputed possession of the Prussians. 
It is against those “rebellious Polish 
land owners,’’ who’ insolently refuse to get 
off the earth to make room for the Prus- 
sion expansion, that the new. Dill is 
trained. e 

It is a ludicrous misstatement for your 
correspondent to say that the estates of 
those ‘‘rebels'’ are to be settled with 
“German Poles,” (whatever that may 

ean.) 

The expréss and avowed purpose o£ the 
bill is to drive out the Poles (German or 
others) and settle their land with Ger- 
mans, carefully selected to suit the plans 
of the Prussian Government, 

Of course, such using of public funds 
for the benefit of a favorite class of 
citizens to the detriment of others is un- 
censtitutional even in Prussia, but “what 
show has the Constitution In a conflict 
between the Kaiser and his undesirable 
citizens? 

If the Prussian Diet were élected by 
universal suffrage it would most likely 
send the bill to where it deserves to 
not only through a sense of justice, but 
in the realization of the demoralizing 
effect of the favoritism to which it opens 
the door, but under the present Prussian 
election law, which leaves 90 per cent. of 
the population practically without repre- 
sentation, the governing clique has a good 
chance of disgracing Prussia by this bar- 
baric piece of legislation.

‘May Get a 65.4 Per Cent. Dividend.

The first five years of operation of the 
profit-sharing plan of-the United States 
Steel Corporation end this month, and 
Wall, Street heard. yesterday that those 
of its employes who have continuously 
held the preferred stock purchased when 
the plan was first announced in 1903 will 
receive an extra dividend of 65.4 per cent. 

The plan was devised to keep the men 
vitally interested in remaining with the 
company by making the profits on their 
investment privileges in preferred stock 
cumulative: year by. year until five years 
had elapsed. Beginning with 1903. thé 
company’ has offered annually to em- 
pinseg under the plan the privilege of buy- 
ng a pro rata amount of preferred stock 
at prices ranging from 2.50 a share, 
which was the figure fixed the first year, 
to $102 per share, which was the quota- 
tion of last year’s privilege. 

Those who subscribed to stock were al- 
lowed to pay for it in installments while 
receiving the: regular interest of 7 per 
cent.-on all of the stock subscribed for, 
the company carrying the balance at 5 per 
cent. As an inducement to remain with 
the- company funds were provided for the 
allowance of a bonus of 5 per cent. a 
year to evety employe who could show 
each January that he still held his stock. 
These disbursements were to be deferred 
until the end of the. period, and it was 
provided ‘that: all such bonuses which 
were forfeited by those who soli out be- 
fore the expiration of the five years, or 
who left the employ of the company, 
would remain to be divided among those 
who held on. ' 

It is from these forfeited bonuses chief- 

that the fund has been able to declare 
the 65.4, per cent. extra dividend to the 
faithful ones.

W. + Perkins, who was one of its organ- 
izers, has: lained that over, 10,000 of 
the .: mal =27,000 employes who took 
stock at.$82.50 per'share have remained 
ppeepasors (in the bonuses.

In 1673 New York was 
recaptured by the Dutch. 
But. their triumph was 
short-lived, for during the 
next year the Island was 
retroceded tothe English 
by the Treaty of West- 
minster, Sir Edmund An- 
dros being sent over as 
Governor. He instituted 
some radical changes in 
the way of reform. 

Profanity and drunken- 
ness were. strictly pro- 
hibited. The city gates 
were ordeted closed at 
nine o'clock, peddling 
was forbidden except by 
licensed freeman and 
burghers, and all those 
owning vacant lots were 
compelled to improve 
them under penalty of 
having them sold at pub- 
lic auction. 

To-day city lots are 
improving without much 
compulsion. If they 
must be sold at public 
auction, however, the fact 
is usually advertised in 
The New York Times, 
because it reaches those 
who have the money to 
buy.
